West Covina Citizens 
Revive Sewer Question 


For the purpose of registering a vigor- 


ous protest against any possible propo- 
sition that the city of Covina might 
contemplate in establishing a sewer out- 
fall on its ranch in West Coviua, a 
large delegation of the citizens of that 
community on the southwest appeared 
before the Covina city council Tuesday 
night of this week, resulting in a spirit- 
ed session. 


S. L. Watts, Eobert H. Neeley and 


Mr. Anderson, well known walnut grow- 
ers and residents of West Covina, were 
spokesmen for that community. It was 
urged by the people of West Covina 
that the city of Covina dispose of its 
property in West Covina, thereby re- 
moving any possible menace of its ever 
being utilized as a sewer outfall. 


Backing up the stand taken by the 


West Covina residents was the Covina 
chamber of commerce, which body, 
through its board of directors, passed a 
resolution on Tuesday protesting against 
any plans on the part of Covina city 
to put au outfall on the West Covina 
property. 
Harry B. Webber, as chair- 


man of the municipal relations com- 
mittee of the chamber, appeared before 
the city trustees and presented the reso- 
lution. 


The city trustees listened to the dele- 


gations, after which the matter was re- 
ferred to a committee and will be thor- 
oughly investigated. 


EDITOR'S NOTE—The present con- 


troversy was aroused by a complete mis- 
understanding, growing out of an un- 
authorized discussion of sewage matters 
at the Covina Men's club meeting re- 
cently. At that meeting several city 
matters were taken up informally, in- 
cluding the question of beautifying the 
city park. Methods of establishing a 


septic tank for sewage were discussed, 
t being the idea that such a tank might 
ie placed on property within the city 
of Covina. No propositon of utilizing 
the West Covina farm as an outfall 
was contemplated, as that location as 
an outfall has been for years abondoned. 
The feeling of the board of trustees 
is that a sewer outfall outside of the 
city is not possible, 'inasmuch as it 
would immediately bring on legal com- 
plications. 
Other cities, notably Mon- 


terey Park, on the Covina line in the 
Eamona Acres district, has successfully 
fought and defeated an attempt to place 
an outfall in that district. The supreme 
court has sustained their protest. 


It is feit, however, that a demand 


that Covina sell its land in West Covina 
is not just, and is not necessarily a 
part of the problem. The land'cannot 
be sold profitably at this time. Tho 
city is making a revenue from it, and 
'has found it to be a modestly-profitable 
investment. 
To sell it because it is 


thought by some to constitute a poten- 
tial menace as a sewer outfall is not 
a good business propositon, and any 
unreasonable demand of that knd should 
not be heeded. 


The flre was discovered in the early 


afternoon when dense smoke was seen 
pouring from every window and door. 
Responding to an alarm sent in by 
citiaens living nearby, the department 
made one of the quickest runs in its 
history, and had two streams on the 
flre before it had burst through the 
outer shell of the building. 
One line 


was laid in the front entrance and-an- 
other was trained on the rear, where it 
seemed that the fire had originated. A 
system of gas heating was responsible 
for the fire, and the flames had eaten 
into the woodwork from a point on the 
northeast side of the building beneath 
the flooring. 


The heating system is one where the 


gas-jets are lighted individually from 
boxes beneath gratings in the floor and 
walls. The rear end of the church was 
all afire between the false walls, but 
the smoke was so great that the blaze 
could not be located at once. 


The flames finally burst out at the 


top. of the building in the rear, but 
were quickly quenched with a line of 
water thrown through lattice-work un- 
der the eaves. 
It was difficult, how- 


ever, to locate the main blaze that was 
feeding tho flre. Chief Frank Kendall 
and his men were finally able to chop 
their way into the flooring and walls, 
where the. fire was soon, drowned. 
II 


was one of the hardest fires the men 
j have, fought f or, some years as long as 
it ias'ted. A large crowd of citizens 
were given an opportunity of watching 
the undoubted efficiency of Chief Ken- 
dall's men, and could see the value of 
the big engine, which kept two high- 
pressure streams on the blaze from its 
point of location at the corner of Cen- 
ter and Third streets.

GOVINA RESIDENT WAS GUARD AT 


FUNERAL OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN 


A Covina man, in the capacity of a 


"Union soldier, stood within a few feet 
of the open tomb in a cemetery in 
Springfield, Illinois, at the time when 
the body of Abraham Lincoln was being 
consigned to its resting-place. 


Of the vast throng that watched this 


sad and closing chapter to one of the 
greatest events in the history of Eng- 
lish-speaking people, this Civil War vet- 
eran, now a quiet resident of this city, 
was perhaps nearest to the casket as 
it entered the vault, and upon his mind 
today, as clearly as on that day, are 
all the details of the ceremony. 


This man is James P. Smith, now liv- 


ing in a home on Park street. He came 
to Covina less than a year ago from 
Longinont, Colorado, after a long and 
very active career as an electrical con 
tractor and builder, with his activities 
taking place in Colorado, Nebraska and 
states of the middle west. Although in 
the late afternoon of life, Mr. Smith 
is exceptionally vigorous in mind and 
body, and has made many friends and 
acquaintances here. He appeared in an 
impromptu way on the program of the 
board of directors of the Gentry Bible 
class this week, and recounted some of 
his memories of that tense and dra- 
matic period in American history when 
the body of the Emancipator was being 
carried to the grave behind a nation 
of mourners. 


Mr. Smith was borued and lived to 


manhood in Waukegan, Lake county, 
Illinois, the state of Lincoln's activities 
and where the memories of him are 
keenest. As a boy of eighteen he be- 
came a private in the 146th Illinois vol- 
unteer infantry, a regiment which 
1864-65 was detailed to provost guard 
duty in Chicago and in cities and locali- 
ties of the middle west. It was a time 
of disloyalty on the part of many, and 
of resistance to the draft. 
This regi- 


ment kept the citizenry in line behind 
the work of the great army fighting at. 


:hc front, and was made up very large- 
ly of boys like Mr. Smith. 


At the time of the assassination of Lin- 


;oln, Mr. Smith was stationed with a 
part of this regiment at Quincy, Illinois, 
and he was sent with his company to 
guard the Lincoln home at Springfield, 
Illinois. Souvenir hunters had already 
begun to carry away parts of the build- 
ing, tearing off pickets from the fence, 
and in other ways despoiling the home. 
The guard was set to protect the prem- 
ises. 
After the guard had been in 


Springfield two days the train bringing 
the funeral car with the body of Presi- 
dent Lincoln arrived of a morning of 
early May, 1865. 
Lincoln had been 


shot on April 14 of that year, and had 
lingered a number of days. After his 
death the body was slow in arriving 
at Springfield because it was taken to 
lie in state in a number of localities. 


Mr. Smith remembers that the train 


arrived at about ten in the morning. 
The regiment was drawn up in line 
facing the station. 
The pilot engine, 


draped in deep mourning, arrived ahead 
of the train. The hearse was drawn up 
to the platform as the funeral car arriv 
ed, and the body of the martyred presi- 
dent was taken to the Illinois state 
capitol, where it was viewed by a seem 
ingly never-ending stream of sorrowing 
friends and people of the state, many of 
whom had driven all night and day to 
arrive at Springfield. 


While standing guard Mr. Smith was 


approached by a backwoods couple, the 
man dressed in hickory shirt, jeans, 
straw hat and high boots, and the wo- 
man in the shaker bonnet and calico 
dress of the times, and they asked to 
be directed to the point where they 
might view the body of the dead presi- 
'dent. When they had been told by Mr. 
Smith how to join the line at the capi- 
tol, the man volunteered the following 
information: 


'' We have driven one hundred miles 


to get here. We knew Lincoln well. 
He was our close friend. 
Many times 


he stopped at our house when journey- 
ing by horseback across the state. He 
slept in our attie several times, in a 
place so low that he could not stand 
erect when dressing." 


Many men spoke to the soldier on 


guard, tolling of their personal loss in 
the death of Lincoln. 


"It 
was the common people who 


were in great numbers to do him hom- 
age," said Mr. Smith. "From the first 
they had claimed him as their own, 
their champion. It was Lincoln him- 
self who said 'God must have loved 
the common people or he wouldn't have 
made so many of them.' 
They came 


in every kind of equippage of that day, 
and hundreds on horseback. 
No man 


ever received such a powerful tribute 
or so richly deserved it." 


After the body had lain in state for 


twenty-four hours it was taken from 
the capitol at ten in the morning and 
placed in the hearse. The cortege, com- 
manded by General Hooker, and with 
Mr. Smith's regiment in line, with the 
regimental band playing, took up the 
long march through the streets and to 
the cemetery. It was a hot day, Mr. 
Smith remembers vividly. The soldiers 
were marching with reversed arms, with 
the butt of guns held forward and with 
the left hand grasping the gun-barrel 
behind the back. It was a tedious march 
to slow music. The hearse was drawn 
by six horses, and behind it marched 
a colored boy leading Lincoln's saddle 
horse, the animal he had ridden n»any 
a mile in Illinois when practicing law. 
They were two hours in line. 


The body was placed in the vault of 


a citizen of Springfield, and there were 
impressive services. 
Mr. Smith says 


that as a boy he felt the great solemn- 
ity of the occasion, and sensed the tre- 
mendous underground swell of patriot- 
ism, love and loyalty in the assembled 
people. He went back to camp feeling 
that he had been present at one of the 
great crisises in the life of the Amer- 


ican nation. Mr. Smith was discharged 
from the army in the July following. 


"Abraham Lincoln was a great lead- 


er for one reason because he was pre- 
pared to sorvo,'' said Mr. Smith. '' Con- 
trary to a prevailing opinion he was 
not an uncouth backwoodsman, although 
he began life that way. ..He -was schol- 
arly, eminently well prepared in law and 
philosophy, a constant reader of the 
great classics. This is borne out in the 
fact that the eminent literati of Borne, 
Italy, paid a tribute to Lincoln's erudi- 
tion at the time of his second inaugura- 
tion. These men of the society of the 
Romans plucked a stone from the tomb 
of Serveus Tullius, the great Roman 
patriot of the people, and sent it to 
America, signalizing their admiration 
for this man whom they placed on a 
plane with their own beloved leader of 
the past."

Gives Interesting Facts

The officers and directors of our com-

Our vice president and expert locator, 


Perry Bashore, will boar us out when 
we say we had probably the hardest 
drilling in the field, until we reached 
the shale. 


The drilling was through very hard 


sand and boulders cemented • together, 
so hard that many times a rotary bit 
22 inches wide would wear off two 
inches in making four inches of hole. 
This was very slow nnd discouraging, 
and this hard formation was 39 feet 
deeper than that of our nearest neigh- 
bor. 


They (the Miley-Kock No. .2) struck 


the shale at 570 feet, but we struck it 
at 6019 feet. Since that time the drill- 
ing has keen good and we could have 
been down 2,500 feet easily, but for 
the fact that we consider it best to 
shut off the surface water as soon as 
possible. We have tried three times at 
850 feet without success. 
The third 


time we used 25 sacks of Santa Cruz 
cement, considered the best, but it 
leaked a little. 
Wo have now, the 


fourth time, pumped in 30 sacks of the 
same cement to fill the place left open. 
We feel sure of success now. 


You may ask why we cement at 850 


feet instead of 2000 feet. 
The reason 


is that at 850 feet we have only 384 
pounds per square inch of water pres- 
sure, as against 848 pounds per square 
inch at 2000 feet. 
Again,- this extra 


amount of 10-inch casing from 850 feet 
to' 2000 feet is entirely unnecessary, as 
there is no water between those points. 


We will set 8% inch casing at about 


2375 feet. This will shut off the lower 
water. This lower water has been found 
to raise to a point 1500 feet below the 
surface of the ground by the Sun Oil 
Co., in their No. 3 well, about 300 feet 
east of us, and their No. 4 well, about 
1200 feet west of us. 


Therefore, the water pressure on the 


8% inch casing will only be about 390 
pounds per square inch, making it easier 
to shut off than if the hole is full of 
water. Now we also have the advan 
tage of an 8% inch casing to shut off 
deep water, as it is very much easie 
to shut off water with the smaller pipe 
and safer, too. 
All experienced oi 


men and competent engineers will te 
you that the smaller the pipe the easie 
it is to shut off water, and the casin 
will withstand greater pressure. 


It is not well to get the hole too small, 


on account of not having room in a 
very small hole to fish out tools in case 
of accident, but our well will be finished 
the same size as nearly all the wells 
at Huntington Beach, with 6% inch 
casing in the oil sand. This is the size 
the Standard Oil Co.'s Bolsa Chica 
well is finished with, also 'the Union 
Oil Co. 's Bell well at Santa Fe Springs, 
which is doing 4400 barrels per day. In 
fact, it is a better size to finish with 
than large pipe because a well will flow 
with 6% inch casing in the oil sand 
when it would have to be pumped if 
8% inch was used. The gas will carry 
out the oil in GV± inch casing while it 
will pass by the oil in larger sizes and 
escape without bringing the oil with it. 


It is best not to finish with smaller 


pipe than 6% inch because it is hard to 
pump sand and clean out a smaller size, 
although the next size or 4% inch eas- 
ing will carry many thousands of bar- 
rels of oil per day is not bothered by 
sand. We have had the buiiefit, of the 
experience of our near neighbors and we 
have studied the logs of -their wells 
and find it is necessary to put in two 
strings of casing to case off the water, 
but not necessary to run the 10 inch 
to 2000 feet, or any deeper than neces- 
sary to find good formation to land the 
casing in, after passing the water sand. 
This 10 inch not only shuts off the up- 
per water so as to keep the pressure 
off the 814 inch, but in case of a big 
gas well being brought in it is much 
safer to have the water cased off with 
two strings of pipe. 


Some of our neighbors have tried for 


many months to handle the water with 
out success, and at great expense- a.s 
you .probably know. We are trying to 
avoid the unpleasant experience they 
arc having and confidently expect to 
report to you in a few days that the 
upper water is perfectly cased off, and 
that we will very soon need 2375 feet 
of 8J/i inch 3(>-pouml casing, and follow 
ing closely after that 3000 feet of GVt 
inch easing, and immediately after tha' 
two 500-barrel tanks to receive the oil

This slight but important alteration 


seems to haVe been made in the famous 
slogan spread broadcast

Brothers a few months ago. The change 
was brought about by the most per- 
sistent epidemic of public curiosity since 
the time when Dodge Brothers first an- 
nounced that they were about to market 
a car and then refused to tell what kind 
of a car it was going to be.

Dr. Carpenter Gives 


Facts on the Weather 


Getting a sure-enough prophecy out 


of weuthcr experts is difficult. 


But they will tell you what may hnp- 


)en and what they say about possible 
weather conditions in Southern Califor- 
nia during the next two months holds 
out little comfort. Doiled down it is 
this: The fact that we have had an 
unusual amount of rain in January docs 
not imply that February and March 
will b,e any dryer than usual. 


Dr. Ford A. Carpenter, in charge of 


the bureau of meterology and aeronau- 
ics of the chamber of commerce, said 
yesterday that the individual months of 
i season cannot be depended upon to 
'even up" because of a heavy precipi- 
:ation in any one month. 


"The months usually will run true to 


'orm," said Director Carpenter, "when 
compared with the same months in pre- 
ceding years, but, contrary to popular 
opinion, they cannot be depended upon 
o vary because of the unusual character 
of a preceding month of the same sea- 
son. The fact that last month was un- 
usually wet, for instance, does not im- 
)ly, 
necessarily, that .February or 


March will be correspondingly drier. 
They may be just as wet as last year 
or the year before." 


"Then that implies," he was aslced, 
'that during the next two, months we 
may get just as much rain as usual, 
despite the fact that we have been more 
or less half drowned for the past thirty 
dayst" 
"Exactly," was the answer. 
"But, 


mind you, I said we may get it, not 
;hat we will get it. No reliable metero- 
ogist will attempt to .predict weather 
conditions more than three or four days 
ahead. Even the U. S. weather bureau, 
which has the best meterologists in the 
world, has abandoned the word 'fore- 
ast' as applied to its weekly bulletin. 
The bureau now calls it a 'weather out- 
.ook,' and they made the change be- 
:ause it is universally admitted that 
any weather forecast more than three 
of 
four 
days 
ahead is mere guess- 


work. '' 


Doctor Carpenter has just completed 


a chart of weather conditions in Cali- 
fornia for the past seventy years. It is 
very informative, in that it shows Cali- 
fornia weather has not changed to any 
marked degree during that time, nor is 
t changing. 


"Five persons out of ten who have 


ivcd hero any length of time," said he, 
' will assure you Southern California is 
jetting colder year by year. It isn 't so. 
Dur chart shows us that we have vir- 
tually the same mean temperature dur- 
ing a given period as they had here 
seventy years ago. 


"One fact this chart does demon- 


strate and one of interest to all fruit 
men and farmers, is this: We may look 
for a visitation of cold weather at per- 
iods varying from seven to fourteen 
years apart." 
'' What is normally our wettest period 


of the year?" he was asked. 
"From February 15 to March 15 is 


the period of greatest precipitation nor- 
mally . in Southern California,'' sale 
Doctor Carpenter. 


"Arid that period this year may live 


up to its past reputation?" 
"It may, yes. The rainfall in Janu 


ary will have little to do with it."

E D I T O R I A L 


Cows and Oranges 


Covina valley citrus ranchers have been given, an enormous 


amount of free advice in times past, and have also paid for a 
large amount at high prices. 


Advice is the cheapest thing in the world, as a rule, and _is 


treated generally as if it were practically worthless. 
But it, 


however, is a fact that nearly all human endeavor is guided in 
some way by what the other fellow says or does. Advice that 
is idle and 'not based on good foundation, is worth less than 
nothing, but on the other hand, a keen analysis sometimes from 
an outsider is worth more than all other advice combined. 


It was just recently, not more than three months ago, that 


the editor was talking with a Kansas City man who was look- 
ing over the citrus industry, and the easterner made this state- 
ment : "The citrus industry is a fair-weather industry. 
That 


also applies to many other agricultural lines, but it seems 
to me it fits this business of raising oranges and lemons 
more than anything I have ever seen in the way of getting 
a living from the soil. If you lose a crop you have to wait 
an entire year for any kind of revenue whatever from the 
acreage upon which'the trees are planted. This should 
not bo so. That's what I mean by its being a fair-weather 
business. 


""Why don't you raise milk and butter and cheese and 


chickens'and eggs on these citrus ranches while at the 
same time you are raising oranges?" 
Now the above idea of the Kansas City man is not a new one. 


It has been sprung on the ranchers before. A few citrus ranch- 
ers do raise dairy products and a few have chickens in con- 
siderable numbers. But the industry as a whole does not raise 
anything but just'fruit, and when the fruit is a loss there is a 
period of twelve months when there is no revenue. The rancher 
stands to lose Avhat he had accumulated in good years. The 
towns in the citrus belt become partially dormant, and do not 
recover for several years after a crop loss. This is not peculiar 
to the citrus business, but is the case anywhere where one crop 
is raised exclusively. 


"What the Argus editor has been thinking about for some tirne 


is the fact that the by-product of the dairy business, barnyard 
manure, is the most 'valuable aid that the citrus rancher can 
have. Not only does he pay big prices to get it, but he receives 
it in very poor physical and mechanical condition—half or three- 
quarters water, and often-times leached or burnt out. 


If the fruit associations would seriously consider the question 


of advocating the keeping of a few cows on every ten acres of 
citrus orchard, it is highly probable that a system of selling 
dairy products could be worked out cooperatively just as prac- 
ticable as that of selling fruit cooperatively. 
"Why can't the 


associations supervise the selling of milk and butter and eggs 
in conjunction with citrus fruits? 
"Why can't there be a co- 


operative system of collecting and selling dairy products within 
the fruit association, so that, in case ranchers had from two to 
three cows or more, the products would be sent into market and 
supervised by the associations as they now supervise the picking, 
packing and selling of fruit ? 


Keeping cows on a citrus ranch is by no means an untried 


scheme. There are many ranchers doing it. The only newjdea 
herein contained is that it should become universal in the citrus 
industry, become, in fact, a part of the citrus industry, and that 
the associations should foster it and supervise it in conjunction 
with the growing, packing and selling of fruit. There are some 
ranchers who never would be bothered wth it. But there are 
hundreds of ranchers, we believe, who would welcome a chance 
to market milk and butter at a profit, at the same time supply- 
ing their ranch with its most needed ingredient—barnyard 
manure. 


Something must be done to curtail the almost prohibitive cost 


of fertilizer. 
Something must be done to provide a better grade 


of fertilizer. 
Something must be done to make the citrus in- 


dustry It-ss precarious, less dependent upon one crop. The 
rancher who lias a few cows is not going to get wealthy from 
those few cows, but he will immediately become less dependent 
upon outside sources of food for his family. 


There is no reason why the big alfalfa growers' association 


in this state could not cooperate with the citrus rancher in this 
respect. Working the two cooperative organizations together 
the ranchers will perhaps take a step forward that would be the 
most important in the history of both industries. 


Boards of directors in associations, and the directors of such 


organizations as the California Fruit Growers Exchange and the 
^Mutual Orange Distributors, should take up this matter serious- 
ly, discuss it. and if there is something practicable in it they 
should provide the supervisory machinery for putting- it into 
effect. 
Individual ranchers should think about it. The indus- 


try is confronted by a condition, and not a theory.

"Whether coal is ever brought out of Alaska for commercial 


purposes is a question that may not have occurred to many in 
the Covina valley, but it vitally concerns the every-day life of 
1he citizens of this community, not to say anything about possi- 
ble manufacturing development. 


One of our citizens, R. 31. Douglass, an orange grower, has 


interested himself in the subject, and has had correspondence 
with the Alaska commission. It seems that the government ap- 
propriated something like forty millions for the building of a 
railroad and the development of Alaska coal mines, which are 
said to be the richest and most valuable deposits on the Pacific 
coast. 


But the government took this action solely for the purpose 


of supplying coal for the navy, with especial emphasis on coal- 
ing the Pacific Meet. It is pointed out by the officials in letters 
to Mr. Douglass that this is the status, and that the government 
is not authorized to mine coal for commercial purposes. 


But what we are concerned in more than government red 


tape is whether any agreements can be entered into in the 
future by which commercial companies may utilize the govern- 
ment railroads under tariff and bring this coal down to the Cali- 
fornia ports. We pay on the average about eighteen dollars 
per ton for Utah soft lump, an inferior grade of coal. It is not

reasonable to suppose that the rail and water rates on Alaska 
coal would be as great as the cost of laying down Utah coal 
here, and competition will-bring down the price. 


Contrary to the general idea, coal is a large item of expense 


in California, and is used to a large extent for heating. 
Were 


it not so costly it would be utilized far more for this purpose. 


And it does not seem unreasonable that the 'government 


should find some method of utilizing the great number of federal 
ships now tied up and idle for the transporting of this coal. 
It would be a great boon to the Pacific coast, and would aid in 
developing Alaska.

Summer visitors have looked 
with 


mild curiosity at these instruments and 
perhaps wondered what value could 'be 
derived from measuring the water that 
came from the various streams that 
lead into the parent river. 
At the 


mouth of .the canyon there is a major 
gauge that determines the amount of 
water that flows out of that great gash 
in the mountains. 
They (the govern- 


ment officials) are able to tell the 
amount of water discharged in any one 
storm, or for any period 'of the river's 
flow. It probably seems like small 
business to many who make their way 
up the river to fish, to camp and to 
enjoy the -wonders of this rugged cleft 
in the mountain range. 


But these gauges have taught a few 


a lesson, such a lesson as makes us won- 
der why we are allowed to progress at 
all, so careless, so indifferent are we 
to the value of potential forces. We 
speak slightingly sometimes of nature's 
unreasoning prodigality, 
of nature's 


wastefulness, but this seeming waste 
is nothing more than a constant unin- 
terrupted object lesson to us, a bidding 
for our attention, an 
inivitation 
to 


study and apply the lesson so unchange- 
ably before our eyes. Nature is wait- 
ing for us to act. ' We are told that 
God made the heavens' and the earth 
and looked upon them and called them 
good, but they were only good in His 
eyes because man was to be created and 
his task was to make them good. 


ONLY A TEICKLE USED. 


These gauges have been studied by 


engineers for years. The record of the 
flow from the canyon has been kept. 
The water that went into the sea would 
have irrigated an arid empire for hun- 
dreds of years. Yet, we divert a mere 
trickle from the normal flow, guard it 
jealously, water a few acres with it 
and deny all others access to the supply. 
Less than one-third of 
the irrigable 


acreage of Los Angeles county is irri 
gated because of the fact that the water 
available is not conserved. This mar- 
velous county, first in products of the 
soil in the United States, is utilizing but 
a third of its potentiality, and the third 
that is being used is mounting in cost 
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capacity of the proposed dam, and says 
that the storm recently 
experienced 


•would have filled the proposed reservoir 
two-thirds of its capacity. A. P. Davis, 
chief of the United States reclamation 
service, says that the proposed dam is 
feasible and should be built. 


This damsite, situated eleven miles 


up the canyon, is not something new. 
It is a location that has been passed 
upon by a succeeding number of en- 
gineers in the past twenty years. It 
has been viewed by boards of supervis- 
ors through many years of discussion. 
It has been visited by chambers of com- 
merce and groups of public spirited citi- 
zens and has been a subject of debate 
for at least twenty years of my per- 
sonal knowledge. It was approved by 
the county bc.mcl of supervisors at late 
as February 4, 1921. The dam. would 
rest on bedrock at 1.775 feet above sea-

of' production. Irrigating water is get- 
ting more costly each year, until in some 
portions • of the county it costs from 
seven to eight cents a miner's inch to" 
produce by pumping. This is prohibi- 
tive. Orchard culture must come to a 
point where it is no longer profitable 
under such conditions,. We rise to a 
peak of cost and the industry will begin 
to subside, and with it as it subsides 
will vanish a part of the vaunted pros- 
perity of this marvelous coastal plain. 
This would bo pessimism if it were not 
that the condition is one that can be- 
rectified by united action. 


Let me give you a statement which 


can be understood by anyone, regard- 
less of whether they may know any- 
thing about farming and orchard.cul- 
ture. These government gauges record- 
ed the fact that between December 19 
of last year and January 2 of this year, 
the San Gabriel canyon discharged 190,- 
000 acr,e feet of water that went into 
the Pacific ocean, with the exception of 
the amount that was saved by natural 
seepage along the river cone in the 
water's progress over the coastal plain. 


Acre feei, mean nothing to the aver- 


ago citizen. But an acre foot is a foot 
of water standing on an acre of ground. 
It is 603 hour inches of water flowing 
through an irrigating weir. On the basis 
of 603 hour inches, the discharge of 
190,000 acre feet from the canyon in 
the period from December 19 to Jan- 
uary 2, is 114,570,000 hour inches. Keep 
these figures in mind and proceed to the 
next statement: 
; 


The Covina Irrigating Company, fur- 


nishing water for nearly two-thirds of 


acreage of that one locality uses 


an average of four million hour inches 
each year. This includes the water that 
they take from the canyon, and also the 
water from the augmenting pumping 
machinery. The Azusa irrigating Com- 
pany uses about the same amount or 
more in some years. 
All other water 


systems in those districts combined fall 
below a million hour inches of produc- 
tion, and at very high costs. 


This great orchard district, east and 


west of the San Gabriel cone conserves, 
develops and uses less than ten million 
hour inches per year, and maintains its 
orchard industry with this amount. 
BUT THERE WERE ONE HUNDRED 
AND FOURTEEN AND ONE-HALF 
MILLION HOUR INCHES PASSED 
OUT OF THE CANYON AND INTO 
THE OCEAN IN TWELVE DAYS! 


Now, having learned the wastage as 


compared with the amount conserved 
and used, take into consideration the 
statement of county and federal engin- 
eers that the proposed conservation dam 
in the San Gabriel canyon will retain 
two hundred and ninety thousand acre 
feet, or one hundred thousand acre feet 
more than passed out of the canyon hi 
the combined storms of the period from 
December 19, 1921, to January 2, 1922. 
Engineer Rcagaii of the Los Angeles 


level, with a dam wall rising 425 feet, 
'he report of engineers made most re- 
ently states that it would impound 
i22,000 acre feet, which shows that En- 
jineer Reagan's figures quoted here are 
cry conservative in comparison. 
It 


would have a surface area of 2,087.30 
acres. It forms an impounding area of 
all the great canyon streams above the 
main forks. 


THE LESSON TO LEARN. 


If we failed to develop a single addi- 


ional acre in Los Angeles county the 
mpounded water is equivalent to an 
rrigating supply for the San Gabriel 
valley for ten years. But even the most 
'avorable reports of engineers as to the 
storm and stream flow are far from 
what the actual maximum is in this 
river. The gauges show that as; much 
water has flowed out of the canyon 
since the great rainfall as during' the 
time of precipitation. 
The river docs 


not stop flowing. It is emptying thou- 
sands of inches per hour night and clay 
long after the peak of the storm flow 
ia passed. 
With the coming of cold 


weather following the last great storm 
the precipitation in. the mountains was 
in the form of snow, and the river 
dwindled. But this will all come down 
as the warm months come. 
••:

many companies and hundreds of ranch- 
ers, measure the water of the river in 
the summer and divide it as carefully 
as marooned men would divide their 
last food. That's because all but a small 
stream has gone down into the ocean, 
into the harbor, where it has carried 
silt that costs the government and the 
cities many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to dredge out. 


Instead of dividing this water as 


starving men would dole food the state 
and the county can go out into the 
farming districts and urge men to de- 
velop more land in order that the great 
surplus behind the dam may be put to 
use. The high hills of the valley can 
then be terraced and irrigated and the 
foothills of the Sierra Madre range can 
be beautified with hundreds of beauti- 
ful mountain homes. 
Reforestation f 


With a huge lake of water conserved 
in the canyons it is possible to plant 
and actually grow to maturity thou- 
sands of acres of pines and mountain 
growth around and above this expanse 
of water. It is extremely 
doubtful 


whether' reforestation in this semi-arid 
land will ever be practicable until there 
is a water supply. 


This semi-arid country is a contradic- 


tion. It is nature's way of setting a 
visible task before men, both entreating 
and defying them to set their hands 
and brains at work. This is a contradic- 
tion because being nearly arid it has at 
the same time the greatest potential 
water supply of any country on the 
face of the earth. 


Let us seriously attack this question; 


stop guessing, stop wishing, stop long- 
ing for the thing that is within our 
grasp—and reach out and grasp it. The 
state and the government will help us 
if we are in earnest. 


Our help lies within us. It is up to 


us as a county to begin the actual pre- 
liminary work of conserving the water 
of this great canyon and of the many 
other debouching canyons of the South- 
ern California coastal plain.

The crystalline test for frosted or- 


anges will remain in effect until some 
more suitable method of segregating 
fruit of questionable quality has been 
adopted by the industry. This was the 
conclusion reached Monday at a meet- 
ing of 500 citrus growers, packers, ship- 
pers, buyers and officials of the Califor- 
nia Fruit Growers' Exchange in the 
citrus league's office, Los Angeles. 


G. W. Hecke, director of the state de- 


partment of agriculture, spoke briefly 
on several points and the conference 
adopted the following resolution upon 
motion of Harry Chase of Riverside: 


"Whereas, a severe frost has visited 


this state, and thereby damage has been 
done to the citrus crops. 


"Be it resolved: That the director 


of agriculture be requested to assist the 
industry by thorough co-operation with 
the federal bureau of chemistry for the 
purpose of obtaining a uniform, reason- 
able interpretation of the existing fed- 
eral and state laws and regulations gov- 
erning the shipment of frost-injured 
oranges." 


Director Hecke informed the confer- 


ence that it is his intention to conduct 
an immediate survey of all the citrus 
shipping district in Southern California 
for the purpose of determining the effi- 
ciency of inspectors who are now deter- 
mining whether oranges are fit to mar- 
ket. 


The industry was given to understand 


that the state department is willing to 
go any reasonable length to qualify 
citrus fruit for shipment, but that it 
does not intend to jeopardize the repu- 
tation of the industry as a whole by 
meeting the demands of 
individual 


cases. 


The following resolution, offered by 


R. L. Knox, manager of the San Antonio 
Fruit Growers' Exchange at Pomona, 
and himself a well known orange grow- 
er, was adopted by 
the 
conference, 


which, according to 
Secretary 
Wall- 


schlaeger of tho citrus league, probably 
represented 85 to 90 per cent of the 
industry: 


"Moved, that until some satisfactory 


substitute for the crystalline test is 
brought to the attention of the state 
department of agriculture that the pres- 
ent regulations stand, and that we re- 
quest an equitable enforcement in all 
districts of the state of these regula- 
tions on all shippers, and that until the 
drying test can be determined the cry- 
stalline test remain in effect." 


ISSUES STATEMENT. ' 


The following statement was made by 


Director Hecke during the conference: 


"Practical 
citrus-fruit men 
have 


known for years that the only definite, 
actual test of frost injury until the 
time of drying out occurs is the presence 
of crystals or crystalline deposits on 
the segment walls, usually attended, at 
least in the early stages, by a charac- 
teristic water-soaked appearance of such 
segment walls. 


"The state department of agriculture 


proposes to judge oranges on the basis 
)f the dried-out test as. soon as such 
vidence is at hand. In the meantime 
he department, the horticultural com- 
nission and their inspectors will not be 
echnical in their interpretation of the 
aw. 


"It is fully realized that in a calam- 


ty as great as this one, inspection 
should be based on practical commer- 
c,ial findings and that nothing academic 
or theoretical should interfere with the 
movement of fruit which is not injuri- 
ous to health or which, might not eh- 
danger permanently the reputation of 


alifornia citrus fruit in our eastern 


markets and on which the grower may 
realize some cash returns."
